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Homes for Modern Living

the present time. This change in emphasis, which has been reflected in periodicals on 
architecture and home decoration, is now strikingly apparent in the most recent books 
dealing with small houses. 


A as soe change from home planning to home building is attracting attention at 


In The Book of Small Houses, by the editors of the Architectural Forum, (first published 
under the title The 1936 Book of Small Houses, Simon & Schuster, 1936. $1.96), for instance, 
the prospective home builder will find much more than photographs and floor plans; here is 
the practical advice he needs regarding the selection of a site, his relations with his architect, 
the relative merits of the different types of houses. The cost and means of financing are 
definitely outlined. In this connection, the advantages of the Federal Housing Administration 
plan are pointed out and actual costs charted. 


The present-day home builder is personally interested in the details of the construction of 
his house. The House Beautiful Building Manuals (published twice a year by House Beau- 
tiful. 50c) tell concisely what he should know about such technical and mechanical aspects 
as wiring, plumbing, and heating, including air-conditioning. They clarify the salient fea- 
tures of construction of houses built of wood, brick, masonry, and stone. 


Two other new books discuss the practical matters of materials and methods, cost and 
financing, and similar problems. One is written by two young women, Elizabeth Gordon and 
Dorothy Ducas, whose popular articles on house building and planning are featured by 
national magazines. Their book, More House for Your Money (Morrow, 1937. $2.50), is 
consequently practical as well as authoritative, and attractively popular in style. The other 
book, Frazier Forman Peters’ Without Benefit of Architect (Putnam, 1937. $2), covers this 
same material, but in a terse, provocative and often humorous way that bespeaks his extensive 
experience as a practicing architect, and lends perspective to the whole matter. These same 
questions of planning and financing, materials and construction, are also discussed in a thor- 
ough manner in the Better Homes Manual, edited by Blanche Halbert, research director, 
Better Homes in America (Univ. of Chic., 1931. $3). Although published in 1931, this 
manual contains some of the best contemporary statements on home ownership and financing 
and methods of keeping down the cost of the house. The chapters are by authorities in their 
fields and the book is an invaluable compilation of pertinent material. 


A great deal of detailed information is available on each of the subjects which must be 
treated briefly in general housing books. The vital subject of cost analysis, for instance, is 
discussed very thoroughly and impartially in the reports on the Purdue Housing Research 
Project published in the little magazine Home Information (Monthly, $2. Better Homes in 
America. Purdue Univ., Lafayette, Ind.). 
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The advantages of certain methods and equipment are told in manufacturers’ booklets, 
which are widely advertised in magazines and are often free. Each issue of House and 
Garden prints a list of them in the “Booklets for the Asking” department. You might sug- 
gest to your patrons who are planning to build, or modernize, homes for their own occupancy 
that they may obtain from F. W. Dodge Corp., 119 W. Fortieth St., N. Y., a large book 
called Home Owners’ Catalogs which will give them “comprehensive information about reli- 
able makes of building materials, equipment and furnishings. Distribution is free, but limited 
exclusively to those who are building east of the Rocky Mountains, within twelve months, 
and who will spend $4000 or more for construction, exclusive of land.” 


The brief discussions of materials and products included in either Peters or Gordon-Ducas 
should prove even more valuable to the home builder than the manufacturers’ booklets, how- 
ever, since they show unmistakably the relative importance of these details. 


Just as these comprehensive books give an impartial statement of the relative merits of 
various building materials and methods, so their discussion of the financing of home build- 
ing is at once more specific and more inclusive than that found in such government documents 
as How You Can Build, Buy or Refinance Your House (FHA form No. 2065, 1936), a small 
pamphlet in the form of simple questions and answers, or How to Have the Home You Want 
(Better Housing Program, FHA 703. Rev. 5-15-36. Free). From the more general books 
we learn that the principle of the long term mortgage with equal monthly payments sufficient 
to pay the interest and automatically repay the principal during that time is not peculiar to 
FHA loans, but holds true on practically all mortgages made today. We learn also what 
mortgages may be had from an insurance company, from a building and loan association, 
and from a bank or building and loan association under the FHA guarantee. 


Examples of government documents which are specific and consequently of real value are 
Minimum Construction Requirements in the State of Ohio, Effective March 1, 1937 (FHA, 
Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati, Ohio, U.S. Govt. Print. Off., 1937. FHA form No. 2301), 
and Bureau of Standards Publication No. 18, called Recommended Minimum Requirements 
for Small Dwelling Construction for sale by the Superintendent of Documents, Washington, 
D. C.,. for 10c. 


We look to the new books on small houses for two kinds of information, both urgently 
needed by the man who wants to build—first, practical advice on materials, procedure, cost, 
and financing, which we have just mentioned, and second, home plans which shall be truly 
modern in spirit. Older books cannot give the most recent developments in planning, con- 
struction, and equipment. Nor will a recent date on a new collection assure plans and ideas 
in keeping with the new trends. Many recently published books are disappointing since they 
contain nothing new, only more of the same material which we have had and which we now 
find unsuitable. Fortunately there are several new collections of plans which contain excel- 
lent material that will prove a real inspiration to those who want to build. 


Outstanding among these is F. F. Peters’ Houses of Stone, published originally in 1933 by 
Mr. Peters himself, reissued in 1936 by Putnam, $3.50. Here is a man with a modern out- 
look, with plans that show an understanding of the requirements of present-day living, with 
the practical point of view of a professional architect who has continued to work out his 
ideals as he built one fine house after another. True, Mr. Peters’ houses are all the one type 
of Flagg stone set in cement, but instead of limiting the usefulness of the book, this fact 
makes it even more important, for here is a really sound comparison of relative costs of the 
frame house and the stone house, and a thorough discussion of the advantages of the more 
durable type. That a great variety of plans is possible within this one type is eloquently 
proved by Mr. Peters’ designs. This Flagg stone masonry style of house is shown to be 
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particularly well suited for a lot having more than one level, and also for the small house 
to which other rooms may be added later. 


Designed in Concrete, fifty-five selected designs from the 1936 Pencil Points-Portland 
Cement Association competition for the design of firesafe concrete homes (Portland Cement 
Association, Chic., 33 W. Grand Ave. Free) also contains good modern designs, and calls 
attention to the advantages of concrete construction. 


Other collections of plans which may prove useful are: The House of Health by Odd 
\lbert (Garden City Pub. Co., 1935. $1) ; Rowland C. Hunter’s One Hundred and Twenty- 

ive New Small Homes (Author, 501 Fifth Ave., N.Y., 1936. $2); Homes of Distinction, 
compiled and edited by Walter J. Fay and associates of Chicago (314 W. Randolph St., 
Chic., 1936. $1) ; New American Homes (L. F. Garlinghouse Co., Topeka, Kansas, 1936. $1) ; 
Architectural Forum, 1937 Small House Preview, November, 1936 (Time, Inc., 350 E. 
Twenty-second St., Chic., 1936. $1). The Arkansas Soft Pine Bureau is now advertising a 
new book with plans in Cape Cod and similar design, Snug Homes of Friendly Wood (The 
Bureau, Little Rock, 1937. $1). 


In A Century of Progress Homes and Furnishings (Dorothy Raley, editor. M. A. Ring 
Co., Pub., 312 W. Randolph St., Chic., 1934. $2.50) we may study the houses which were 
erected on the Chicago World’s Fair grounds to show the most advanced features in home 
construction and equipment. 


Several other books offer designs in the modern manner. Modern Small Country Houses, 
edited by Roger Smithells (Scribner, 1937. $7.50), has photographs, plans, and descriptions 
of English houses of recent construction, featuring larger unbroken areas of windows, whole 
walls of glass, more frequent balconies and terraces, also more centralized and workable 
arrangement of rooms, and the most modern equipment. 


The 1937 American edition of the Studio Yearbook, Decorative Art, edited by C. G. Holme 
(Studio, N. Y. cloth, $4.50; paper, $3.50), contains a generous section devoted to the best 
current designs in small houses planned for twentieth-century mode of life. It suggests a 
possible source of new material on modern homes when it expresses the hope “that the 
International Exhibition opening in Paris this year (1937) will provide examples of the 
trend toward designing afresh.” This Yearbook also suggests that it would be extremely 
interesting to see how the industrial designers of the United States would conceive a complete 
scheme of rooms as a domestic unit. The very attractive photographic illustrations in Sheldon 
and Martha Cheney’s new book Art and the Machine, an account of industrial design in 
twentieth-century America (Whittlesey House, McGraw-Hill, 1936. $3.75), further indicates 
what a fruitful suggestion this may prove to be. 


Among the most useful recent books on contemporary work we must mention The 
Modern House by F. R. S. Yorke (Architectural Press, 1934. $6) and Raymond McGrath's 
T'wentieth-Century Houses (Faber and Faber, Ltd., Lond., 1934. $7.50; 21/). Plans and 
exterior and interior views graphically present the best new houses in twenty countries, 
showing freer planning for freer living, and a general feeling for the open air. 


Although the next three books contain no plans, they should be noted for their valuable 
discussion of modern trends in planning. Walter Curt Behrendt, in his Modern Building 
(Harcourt, 1937. $3), “relates the task of architecture today to the fundamental social 
problems.” Anthony Bertram writes The House, a Machine for Living In, a summary of 
the art and science of homemaking considered functionally (Macmillan; Lond., A. & C. Black, 
1935. $1.50). This is a consideration of the social and material influences which have 
modified the design of domestic dwelling, leading logically to a development of the principles 
on which a modern house should be planned. When we are discussing functional design we 
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may well look to Japan for inspiration. Such books as The Lesson of Japanese Architecture, 


by Jiro Harada (Studio, 1936. $10), shows how much Japan can teach the designers of 
modern houses. 


Definitely in the spirit of today’s activity in house building is Raymond Hand’s Dis- 
tinguished Houses of Moderate Cost (McBride, 1936. $3), which presents contemporary 
homes in every style, affording a veritable cross section of present-day trends. The emphasis 
is on homes, of any architectural style, which are planned to fill the personal requirements of 
the individuals who are to live in them, to take advantage of all recent developments in home 
equipment and furnishing, to meet present ideas of comfort and convenience—homes built 
for modern living. 


Similar in purpose, although somewhat more limited in scope, is New Small Homes of 
California (Architectural Book Shop, 816 W. Fifth St., Los Angeles, 1936. $1.50) pic- 
turing outstanding contemporary homes; many of them are designed by west coast arch- 
itects of national prominence. 


From Los Angeles comes a book that is in direct contrast to these sophisticated modern 
city houses, Mountain Cabins of Redwood (edited and published by the Architects Building 
Material Exhibit, Fifth and Figuerora Sts., Los Angeles, 1934. 75c). A competition for the 
Hammond Lumber Company produced these designs, which for harmony with their 
surroundings, for suitability to purpose, and ingenuity of plan deserve to stand with other 
collections of excellent contemporary designs, admirably suited to modern living. 

One other collection of plans particularly adapted to a definite phase of modern living 
is Farmhouse Plans, edited by Wallace Ashby (U.S. Dept. of Agriculture, Farmers’ Bul- 
letin, No. 1738, 1934. 10c). These plans were developed in connection with the Farm Housing 
Survey made in the spring of 1934. Forty plans were selected from one hundred, prepared 
largely in connection with agricultural engineering departments of state agricultural colleges ; 
they show a complete understanding of the special requirements of farm houses in various 
sections of the country. These, too, are houses designed for modern living. 

In closing, a word must be said about the very important contribution of magazines to the 
literature on small house and modern house planning and building. Not only does each 
issue of the architectural and home decorating magazines (Architectural Forum, Architectural 
Record, Pencil Points, Arts and Decoration, House and Garden, House Beautiful, Better 
Homes and Gardens) bring the latest ideas and most recent developments in this increasingly 
active field; several of the magazines have published books which are among the most 
useful. The House Beautiful Building Manuals have already been mentioned. 


Within the last year House and Garden has twice published a double number of the 
magazine (September 1936 and February 1937), Section II in each case being an entire 
portfolio of house plans. The double numbers were sold at the regular price of the magazine, 
35e. 

Better Homes and Gardens Book of Bildcost Gardened Home Plans (edited by John 
Normile, 1936. Rev. ed. Better Homes and Gardens, Des Moines, 25c), is a seventy-two 
page booklet containing pictures and descriptions of more than thirty houses. 


The Architectural Forum continues to carry pertinent material on every phase of house 
planning and building, and in each issue adds a few case histories in the small house 
series, giving interior and exterior photographs, floor plans, critical comment, cost data, 
and construction outline, thus bringing up to date the Book of Small Houses. 

If available books prove inadequate to meet the present demand, it is encouraging to know 


that architectural and home magazines go far toward meeting the deficiency, and are doing 
what they can to further the cause of better homes for more spacious living.

AFTER EIGHTY YEARS A Dictionary of Books Relating to America, from its discovery to 
the present time, is now finished. It was begun by Joseph Sabin, continued by Wilberforce 
Eames, and completed by R. W. G. Vail for the Bibliographical Society of America. The 
last brief section, Part 172, Zubly to Zwey, completes volume 29 and carries a final statement 
which reviews the history of the work and gives acknowledgment to the various people, 
societies, and organizations that made its completion possible. This is signed by the com- 
mittee, of which Mr. Harry M. Lydenberg is chairman. The introduction, written by Mr. 
R. W. G. Vail, relates the procedure, scope, and limitations of the work. The section is 
beautifully printed on fine paper, at the New York Public Library.

SEVERAL PUBLICATIONS too special for regular entry in THE Booxtist’s brief list deserve 
mention.
